Nothing can be more ludicrous than the exploit

Certainly nothing can be more delicious in the 
way of humor than the story of how Brer Rabbit 
used the fact that he had become a terrible looking 
object, because of the leaves which clung to him 
when he vainly tried to rub off Brer Bar’s stolen 
honey. Brer Rabbit was not at first aware of it, 
but when he paced along the road he was, to quote 
Uncle Remus, ‘de mos’ sanvigus varment w’at dis- 
appear fum de face er de yeth since ole man Noah 
let down de drawbars er de ark and tu’n de cre- 
turs loose.’’ The consternation produced by Brer 
Rabbit as he went “in disguise on the highway 
for the purpose of intimidation, etc.,’’ is describ- 
ed in a graphic and characteristic way, rich in 
genuine excellence—in its vivid force and exquisite 
humor.

Noth- 
ing could be more appropriate asa Christmas gift. 
Its effect with children is perfectly irresistible, nor 
is their approval without its literary value, The 
story of ‘Mr. Benjamin Ram and His Wonderful 
Fiddle,’’ bas to-night, caused a seance at the fire- 
side of this reviewer, which will, he fears. dislocate

Itisexperiments of this kind that con 
tute the tricks of sword swallowers. 

These experiments are nearly always 
same. The individual comes out dressed 
brilliant costume. At one side of him t! 
are flags of different nationalities surrou 
ing a panoply of sabres, swords and yatagans, 
and atthe other a stack guns provided 
with bayonets. Taking a flat sabre whose 
blade and hilt have been cut out of the same 
sheet of metal, the blade being from 55 to 60 
centimetres in length, he introduces its ex 
tremity into his throat, taps the hilt gently, 
and the blade at length entirely disappears. 
He then repeats the experiment in swaliow- 
ing the blade at asingle gulp. Subsequent 
after swallowing and disgorging two of thes. 
same swords, he causes one to penetrate u; 
its guard, a second not quite so far, a thir 
little less still and afourth up to about 
its length. 

Pressing now on the hilts, he swallows iue 
four blades ata gulp; and then he takesthem 
ont leisurely, one by one. The effect is quite 
surprising. After swallowing several diifer- 
ent swords and sabres, he takes an old mus- 
ket, armed with a triangular bayonet, and 
swallows the latter, the gun remaining verti- 
calover hishead. Finally, he borrows a large 
sabre from a dragoon who is present for the 
purpose, and causes two-thirds of it to disap- 
pear. Asa trick, on being encored, the 
sword-swallower borrows a cane from a person 
in the audience and swallows it almost en- 
tirely. 

A certain number of spectators 
think that the performer produces an i 
through the aid of some trick, and that it is 
impossible toswallow a sword biade. But 
this is a mistake, for sword-swallowers who 
employ artifices are few in number and their 
experiments but slightly varied, while the 
majority really do introduce into their mouth 
and food passage the blades that they cause 
to disappear, They attain this result as fo 
lows: 

The back parts of the mouth, despite 
Sensitiveness and their rebellion agait 
contract with solid bodies, are capable of be- 
coming so changed through habit that they 
gradually get used toabnormal contracts. This 
fact istaken advantage ofin medicine. It daily 
happens that persons afflicted with disorders 
of the throat or stomach can no longer swallow 
or take nourishment, and would die of 
haustion were they not fed artificially by 
meéans of the wsophageal tube. This latteris 
a vulcanized rubber tube which the patient 
swallows after the manner of sword swallowers 
and through the extremity of which an aid 
introduces milk or bouillon. But the patient 
before being able to make daily use of this 
apparatus must serve a genuinefapprentice- 
ship. The first introduction of the end of 
the tube into the pharnyx is extremely pain- 
ful, the second is a little less so, and it is only 
after a large number of trials, more or less 
prolonged, that the patient succeeds in swal- 
lowing thirty or forty centimetres of the tub- 
ing without a disagreaeblej sensation.

It would be an easy matter to fill a column with 
reminiscences of asail down Boston harbor to Poin 
Shirley, and a game and fish dinner at Taft’s.

Warmth 
for the lower limbs can be supplied by thick 
underclothing. The pockets of the bob-tail 
are more convenient to thrust the hands into.

(on a pinch).

Astor first found employment, was

man, but was not rich. Some years 
“ward William Irving (brother of the author) 
who had been for some yearsin the Jobbing 
trade, metafriendon New Year’s day and 
made the remark: ‘I have reached a posi 
tion which enables me to do business Salely. 
I took account of stock yesterday, and find 
myself worth $12,000." Im those days real 
estate did not make men rich, for it bad but 
little value. The largest real-estate holders 
were svete | gardeners in the bows ry, who 
were struggling to makea living. Tue Mur- 
rays, Who hada farm on what 
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Fifth avenue, were poor, for the soil was un- 
productive. Wall street was chiefly de- 
voted to dwellings, and even inferior Uses, 
for in the first directory I tind George Hassin, 
tailor, No. 45 Wall street, and francis Cof- 
fing, porter-house, No. 26 Wail street. 

The first capitalist, as all know, was John 
Jacob Astor, who soon. brought a large 
amount of wealth hither by exporting furs. 
The next man that reached the dignity of a 
million was Stephen Whitney, and then came 
the Lorillards and Davitt Leavitt. Whitney 
Was parsimonious, and in some respects 
miserly. He came hither from Connecticut 
@ poor boy, and died at four score, leaving 
$3,000,000. John Mason, the once famous 
dry-goods king was one of the rico men of 
that day, buthis wealth hardly reached a 
half million. He founded the Chemical 
baok, and was its first president. Robert 
Lenox, who died about 1840, was worth efhalf 
million. This included bis farm, five miles 
out of town, which then was valued at $100,- 
000. That very farm is now worth $3,000,000, 
The lawyers of that day were poor, and so 
were the editors. Thetirst New York lawye! 
who became a ricli man was John L[. 
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Irving, 
brother of the author, who died in Is07 worth 
$350,000. The first editor who became rich 
was the senior Bennett. The richest mer. 
chant fifty years ago was David Leavitt, the 
founder of the American exchange bank. He 
reached an advanced age, and left a half doz 
en millions. The first physician who reached 
wealth was Valentine Mott, who died about 
forty years ago, leaving a half million. 

‘The last thirty years have witnessed an im- 
mense increase in wealth, a large part ol 
which isin railway andtelegraph stock, a 
form of property so convenient for watering. 
The chief names in this specialty are Juy 
Gould, Russell Sage, and the Vanderbilt 
family, consisting of William H. and his 
three sons. Cyrus W. Field also holds sever- 
al millions of railway stock, and Washington 
E. Connor (Gould’s partner) is a millionaire 
of the same kind. Among our rich lawyers 
are David Dudley Field and Samuel J. ?s- 
don, each worth three millions. S. L. M. 
Barlow is also a millionaire lawyer, and 
Judge Hilton is worth a half dozen mil- 
lions. The richest physician is Willard Park- 
er, and the richest clergyman is Thomas KE. 
Vermilyea, both of whom are now very old 
men. The tobacco kingsare J. T. Agnew, 
D. H. McAlpin, and Peter and Jacob Loril- 
lard, all Euilionsires. while the Havemeyers 
stand at the head of the sugar interests, being 
worth several millions. 

Bennett, Bonner, Ottendolf and George 
Jones are millionaires, and some add Dana, 
but though he is rich he is hardly entitled to 
thisrank. William H. Appleton and John 
W. Harper are the richest of our publishers, 
and are no doubt each worth more than a 
million. Auzust Belmont stands at the head 
of bankers, to which business he has closely 
adhered until he is now estimated at $12,000,- 
000. Howard Potter is a millionaire, but his 
brother-in-law, James M. Brown, is worth 
thrice as much. Morris h Jessup one of 
the best bankers in the city, and is estimated 
at $1,500,000. He is very liberal and bene- 
ficent. So is George I. Seney, who has made 
$1,000,000 for himself, besides enriching the 
Metropolitan bank, of which he is president. 
LeGrand B. Cannon is also among the mil- 
lion men, and so are Jim Keene, Addie Cam- 
mack, and William R. Travers, who are bet- 
ter known in Wall street than elsewhere. 
W. A. C. Taylor (son of the late Moses Tay- 
lor) inherited $3,000,000, and Percy Pine, who 
married Taylor’s sister, is amoug the millions, 
He is also president of the eity bank, having 
succeeded his father-in-law in this important 
office. Benjamin B. Sherman is alsoa mil- 
lionaire. He was at one timea Front street 
grocer, but made money faster than this class 
generally, and became president of the Me- 
chanics’ bank, from which oflice he recent! 
retired. ©. K. Garrison, whois now an old 
man, is estimated at $3,000,000, ail made in 
shipping and railway operations. Joseph F, 
Navarro is equally rich, having made an im- 
mense fortune out of the L roads. He also 
owns three of the best apartment-houses in 
the city, whose aggregate value is at least a 
million and a half, and their annual rent 
will not be iess than $120,000, F. A. Palmer 
is a millionaire banker, and is noted for his 
readiness to assist in any deserving cause. He 
has done a great deal of good, and his work is 
not done yet. 

The profits of the soap trade place Samuel 
Colgate among the millionaires, and B. “T. 
Babbitt holds a similar rank. Babbitt began 
in a very small way, but he has remarkable 
powers of calculation, and this enabled him 
to adapt machinery to the business in a man- 
ner that led to immense profit. His estab- 
lishment covers an acre, and is one of the 
most prominent features on the north side of 
town. The drug millionaires are William 
H. Sheffelin, and also John McKesson and his 
partner, D. C. Robbins. These houses are 
among the oldest in the trade, and bave been 
remarkably successful. Indry goods H. B. 
_ Claflin takes precedence, being estimated at 
ten millions. 8. B. Chittenden, however, is 
a millionaire, and so are the Sterns, of 
Twenty-third street. James Constable. of the 
fashionable Broadway store, is also among the 
millions, and so is William H. Libbey, for- 
merly of A. T. Stewart & Co. Libbey is a 
large, fine-looking man of nearly three score 
and ten, and finds suflicient employment in 
settling up the business ef the once colossal 
firm. Libbey failed in his early effort in 
trade, and little imagined he would ever 
reach such grand wealth. Solon Humphreys 
and John T. Terry, who grew up with the late 
ex-Governor Morgan, are both millionaires. 
and are making money very fast. Being exe- 
cutors of Murgan’s will, their fees will be not 
less than $150,000. Rufus Story, is another 
millionaire merchant. He came to this city 
a poor boy, and started as a clerk in a cheap 
groc2ry. He possessed great physical strength 
and energy, and endured the drudgery of his 
condition until he rose above it. He became 
a retail grocer, and when hiscapital increased 
he opened a wholesale establishment. Even- 
tually he became an importer. He has been 
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in trade more than a half century, and is still 
an active business man and occupies the same 
store in which I served him as clerk forty 
yearsago. My chiefambition then was to 
make money, but I afterward thought differ- 
ently, and at present while thus mentioning 
our capitalists am the more impressed with 
Burns’ oft quoted utterance: “A man’sa 
man for a’ that.”’ 

fhe Astors of course take precedence among 
land-owners, their possessions being reckon- 
ed not by building lots but by acres. Next 
come the Geolets (Robert and Ozden heirs 
of their father and their uncle Peter to the 
extent of twenty acres or more —all improved 
and yielding high rent. They own fifty-five 
ots (qual to nealy four acres) on Broadway.

nd they continually: increase it by purchase, 
while bankers and railway owners prefer 
their Own specialty. In this manper we 
have two distinct classes of capitalist—real- 
estate men on the one hand and personal on 
other. 

Norvin Green, president the 
Union has reached a millionaire’s position 
by lucky Operations. John Hoey, president 
of the Adams express, is equally rich, and so 
is William Dinsmore. who is also extensively 
connected with the express business. Among 
fortunate Californians who have brougat 
their wealth hither, James Mackey and D. O. 
Mills are prominent, and the latter is worth 
30,000,000, while the former is rated at thrice 
that sum. Tiffany is the 
mi lionaire jeweler, and De monico 
is the millionaire caterer. Henry  Vil- 
lard is rated at $5,000,000, John H. Starin 
the chief steamboat proprietor, and is_ proba- 
bly worth $2,000,000. His Glen island 
has cost him $500,000, and is a very remuner- 
ative Investment. Such are some 
of our capitalists, but there are others whom 
[ have not space to mention. Asa class they 
are all business men, and most of them have 
risen by their own elforts. Hence no one 
can apply to them the words of Shak- 
speare. 
his hand was made to handle naught but gold. 
So far from this, indeed, they have, in 
many instances, grubbed their way through 
years of drudgery and conquered the worst 
dithculties by persevering efforts. Many 
others equally gifted have failed in the strug- 
vle for wealth, and, indeed, one otten sees 
that success is in many instances due to 
events beyond our control. Hence there are 
those, who may claim our respect evenin fail- 
ure—as Pope says: 

Honor and shame from no condition.rise, 
Act well thy part—there all the merit lies. 
Miss Harriet Lenox and Miss kitty 
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alone

are the richest spinsters, and each is noted for 
beneficence. One is an Episcopalian and the 
other a Presbyterian, but they seem 
to agree in the nature of true piety.

Miss ~ Lenox inherits her wealth 
her philanthropic brother, 
and continues his method of beneficence, 
which is performed in the same private man- 
ner. Mrs. Cornelius Vanderbilt (widow ef 
thre commodore) is worth nealy a million. 
She attends the Church of the Strangers, and 
is Of a liberal disposition. Mrs. A. T. Stew- 
artand Mrs, R. L. Stuart are the richest 
widows in the country, each being worth at 
least half a dozen millions, each occupies a 
Fifth avenue palace which costa million, and 
which displays a degree of internal elegance 
to correspond with the magnificent exterior. 
Mrs.SA, T. Stewart is an Episcopatlian, while 
Mrs. R. L. Staurt isa Presbyterian. It is her 
purpose to maintain the same rich benevol- 
ence whieh characterized her husband, and 
the same method is pursued. The palace 
which she occupies was hardly finished when 
death removed Mr. Stewart.to the house ap- 
pointed for all living, and it is rare that so 
grand an establishment is so suddenly shad- 
ed by mourning. While mentioning this 
array of wealth I would say to my readers: 
Do not send these people any begging letters. 
They are already inundated, and hence you 
would only throw away your postage. They 
have theirown ways of doing good, and do 
not lack for prompting. It is, however, very 
sad tosee sucha tremenfious contrast in so- 
cial ranks as is found between rich and poor 
in a great city. Turning from the four bun- 
dred millionaires to the masses we find 
thousands of the latter living in misery, and 
while two Fifth avenwe widows each have a 
palace, there are multitudes who are giad to 
livein a garret.
